
1« Following the Iron Guard rebellion of Jenuary 1941 in Runrmin* which, was 
Initiated and directed by the "Executive Coranittee of the Legion"* against 
the Tory governm en t in which the Legionnaires participated* the Iren Guard 
aeronaut split into tiro rn»in groups* One group included moot of Karla 
Sian's staff and Legionary leaders* as well as the shook elements of the 
n o T Piaciit who had taken on active part in the rebellion* and tho fled to 
Austria end Germany* Fatter Vaaile Boldeemi* former Socrotary General of 
tte Legion at the time of the rebellion* claims that the total number of 
refugees to Austria and Germany after the rebellion did 'not exceed 1*000* 

At the tins Then Horia Sima launched the Iran Guard attack* the Legionnaires 
controlled GO percent of the ministries of General Antooescu'e cabinet* 
Including the Ilinl stry of Interior and the Sigurcnto* The other group 
included Legionnaires most of rnhaa had not participated in the rebellion* 
who disaronod the act* mho mere not afraid to remain in Rumania* but who 
wore punished for the rebellion* Decause of their membership In the Legion 
tb»y filled the prisons and later manned n puni stoat battalions" on the 
Russian front* 
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Zm Throughout the war* the Legionnaire refugees were i n terned in German 

concentration comps and used by Hitler in jUvig Antanescu* Host of 

the Legionnaire leaders were Interned in tie Duohoxr/old camp* Antonescu's 
reposted requests for their repatriation to Rumania were refused by Hitler* 
Hitler assured Axxbanescu* at the time whon each ouch request was made* that 
they hod all been interned end tint their activities hod this been completely 
paralysed*
